IMPROVED TYPES OF WEAPONS 
ARE VERY ESSENTIAL. SAYS 
LIEUT.-GENERAL McNAUGHTON 


Ottawa.—Canada can make a tre¬ 
mendous contribution to the winning 
of the war by putting its brains—in¬ 
work, Lt.-Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, 
commander of the Canadian Corps 
overseas, said at a press conference. 

To this end he wants Canadian 
technicians to study every weapon 
and see if they cannot produce a bet-1 
ter one, one capable of being turned I 
out in mass production in the fac¬ 
tories of North America. 

“I have a feeling that out of Can- j 
ada will come new and improved) 
types of weapons and more effective) 
weapons,” said the general, who 
after two years with the army over-1 
seas has lost none of the enthusiasm j 
for scientific research which he dis- j 
played while chairman of the Na-1 
tional Research Council. 

“We have reached no finality in J 
the development of weapons of war,” j 
he said, after commenting on the j 
products of Canadian industry reach¬ 
ing the army overseas. All along the j 
- line, he said, from guns to clothing,! 
these products were "better than the 
best.” 

“Now that we have our production 
organized,” he said, “we can very 
well take some of our best produc¬ 
tion men and set them to work on 
research to see if we can’t get some¬ 
thing better.” 

As Canadian factories enter pro¬ 
duction the products are sent to the 
overseas army for practical tests, he 
said. As a result the Canadian 
army overseas was itching for the 
time when it could get its hands on 
Canadian-made products with which 
to go to war. 

“The best tanks of a year ago are 
out-moded to-day,” he said. “The 
best tanks of to-day will be out¬ 
moded in six months.

War as waged by a country like Canada is a 
strange combination of softheartedness, steely de¬ 
termination, and a false feeling of frustration. 

We read about and reflect on Naxi atrocities. The 
Huns bomb old ladies and little children out of cities 
into the highways in order to choke the roads and 
impede the military movements of their enemies. 
Nazis and Japs seize innocent people as hostages and 
shoot them down when their fellow countrymen 
dare to oppose Nazi oppression. 

These inhuman acts sicken us. Loving peace, we 
grow tender as we realize that but for geographical 
reasons, Canadian mothers and Canadian children 
might be similar victims of these bestial races. 

Out of that softness of heart rises a great personal 
urge to stamp out these tyrants—to make the whole 
world free for decent human beings. 

And then comes the moment when some in Can¬ 
ada feel frustrated. 

That shouldn’t be. Those of us left back in Can¬ 
ada can fling our dollars into the war effort with as 
much vigour as Canadian sailors, soldiers and air¬ 
men apply to the battle at the front.

Secret Session 

In tune with the forecasts of this 
observer about possible surprises 
in this history-making session, 
Premier Mackenzie King has in¬ 
formed Parliament that, if a secret 
session is found to be necessary or 
if it is desired, it will be held. This 
is extremely important because 
earlier in the session and in pre¬ 
vious sessions such a request did 

not receive the eame reply, though 

it must be admitted that the Gov¬ 
ernment had definite reasons for 
its attitude on those occasions. 
However, this latest request or en¬ 
quiry by the leader of the Co-Op¬ 
erative Commonwealth Federation, 
M. J. Coldiwell, has received a fav¬ 
ourable reply in regard to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s changed attitude to¬ 
wards secret sessions of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Wheat Price Will Rise 

It is reported along Parliament 
Hill that good news may be ex- 
peeted by the farmer because both 
the price of wheat and the demand 
for it as well as coarse grains 
may be much better, if present 
signs indicate the right trend. In¬ 
deed, it is stated that the price 
next year may be as high as 90 
cents a bushel instead of this 
year’s guaranteed price of 70 
cents a bushel. Of course, it must 
be emphasized that much will de¬ 
pend upon jhe developments in the 
war situation, such as the extent 
of the demands for Canadian wheat 
to be shipped to Russia or the de¬ 
mands from Britain both for 
wheat and coarse grains. 

Inquiry into Hong Kong Expedition 

After considerable discussion and 
debate in the House of Commons, a 
committee of that body will con¬ 
duct a careful inquiry into the 
Hong Kong expedition, with two 
main points keeping the attention 
of the men holding the probe, that 
is they want to find out why 138 
men trained less than six weeks 
were included in the expedition and 
why there was a loss of equipment, 
though in the latter case the fact 
that the transport only reached as 
far as Manilla, where it fell into 
the friendly hands of (he United 
States forces in the Philippines 
fi<*hting the Japanese, is not con¬ 
sidered an unfortunate end for this 
equipment as events have turned 
out. 

The Tri^th About The Plebiscite 

There are certain things which 
an impartial observer backstage 
on Parliament Hill must do and 
certain things that he chooses to 
do. The first are duties and the 
second are privileges. Therefore, 
it is extremely doubtful if at any 
time since the establishment upon 
a firm basis of Confederation in 
Canada have observers in (he na¬ 
tion’s capital had any greater ex¬ 
ample of grim responsibility in 
their line of duty than exists to¬ 
day in reporting the actual cir¬ 
cumstances prevailing along Par¬ 
liament Hill in regard to the war 
service plebiscite. Without taking 
any sides in this issue, directly or 
indirectly, nor approving or disap¬ 
proving of this move by the Gov¬ 
ernment, it is the duty of this ob¬ 
server to report to the man-in-the- 
street throughout Canada that ex¬ 
treme caution or prudence must 


be exercised now in adjudicating 
all discussions or reports about this 
plebiscite. Political considerations 
and ambitions enter into the issue 
at a time when these peacetime ac¬ 
tivities should not exist. Indeed, 
these activities are so manifest and 
so deeply borne into the imagina¬ 
tion of representatives of all 
political parties on Parliament Hill 
that mere casual reading of re¬ 
ports or mere listening to briet 
radio items about the plebiscite 
are not enough. 

Information Bureau’s Staff 

Again Increased 

Since the adjournment of Parlia¬ 
ment last June until last Novem¬ 
ber 1, five additional appointments 
have been made to . the already 
large staff of the Bureau of Pub¬ 
lic Information outside of cleric 
and stenographic help which has 
been added, including R. A. Far- 
quharson, as editor-in-chief of 
news and features at $5,200 a year, 
Mrs. M. Luxton, editor, at $1,560 a 
year, A. S. Brislby, assistant to art 
and printing supervisor, $2,820, 
Donatien Fremont, French writer 
and editor of pamphlets at $3,120 a 
year, and Miss M. Ferguson, edi¬ 
tor, at $2,100 a year. 

Signs of Prosperity 

Notwithstanding the conditions 
of a greater degree of employment 
throughout Canada and the con¬ 
siderable quantities shipped to 
Canadian fighting men abroad, a 
surprising report has been made in 
Ottawa that no less than 8,581,000,- 
000 cigarettes were made available 
for consumption last year, involv¬ 
ing a gain of more than 1,000,000,- 
000 over the record number of 1940. 
Actually, it is an advance of 13 per 
cent above the peak reached in 
1940 and over 46 per cent above the 
average for the five pre-war years. 
In other words, in face of the war 
and heavy taxation, Canadians are 
smoking more today than ever be¬ 
fore in the history of this nation. 

Mutual Help: The race of man¬ 
kind would perish did they cease 
to aid each other.

All 
therefore that need aid have a 
right to ask it from their fellow 
men; and no one who has the pow¬ 
er of granting can refuse it with¬ 
out guilt.—Walter Scott. 

A HUNDRED TONS OF FOOD 

In his life a human being con¬ 
sumes a tremendous amount of 
food. In 70 years he eats 1,400 
times his body weight—over 200,- 
000 pounds of material. 

The amount of food that he will 
take includes 6,000 loaves of 
bread, 3 oxen, 4 calves, 8 hogs, 4 
sheep and 300 chickens. The 
amount of fish taken will include 
2,000 large fish, 3,000 sardines, 
flounders and herring. 

He will eat about 9,000 pounds of 
potatoes; 12,000 pounds of other 
vegetables; 14,000 pounds of fruit 
and 6,000 quarts of milk. He will 
take in also 12,000 quarts of coffee; 
1,000 pounds of salt; 5,000 eggs; 
8,000 pounds of sugar; 2,000 
pounds of cheese; 10,000 quarts of 
water; and a lot of smaller delica¬ 
cies.—Youth Today.

Salvaging of these guns has 
been ordered, and this week the 
Macleod guns were signed over to 
the local salvage committee to be 
shipped east or wherever desig¬ 
nated by the Department of Mili¬ 
tia and Defence.—Macleod Gazette. 


SOME INTERESTING 
ESTIMATES 

It has been estimated that if 
every household in Canada collect¬ 
ed 8 lbs. of bones, 10 lbs. of maga¬ 
zines, 1 lb. of aluminum, 10 lbs. of 
other metals, 6 lbs. of rags, 10 lbs. 
of waste paper, 3 lbs. of fats, each 
month, and sold them to the deal¬ 
ers, they would produce a revenue 
of a million dollars monthly for 
war charities! This does not seem 
like a very large order and it 
should be feSfeible until the reser¬ 
voirs of old disused articles lying 
around have been cleaned out. 
Then salvage will depend upon 
materials flowing through homes 
and industry—such as rags, rub¬ 
ber, fats and bones, paper. 


NO CEIIANG ON PRICES 
OF SOME PRODUCE 

While most manufactured and 
processed goods come under price 
ceilings of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, there are no price 
ceilings on fresh water fish, cod, 
herring, haddock, smelts, hake, 
clams and halibut. Nor are there 
price ceilings on fresh fruit and 
greenhouse products. There are 
no ceilings on live stock, poultry, 
eggs, milk, cream, dairy butter, 
farm-made cheese, honey and 
maple syrup, when these are sold 
to dealers. If sold to consumers, 
prices must not exceed those 
charged in the basic period be¬ 
tween September 15 and October 11 
last. 

All vegetables, save onions, are 
exempted from price ceilings. On¬ 
ions were exempt until January 
12 last, when it became apparent 
that speculative buying was taking 
place. To prevent profiteering, the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
promptly announced a “ceiling” on 
onions, fixing prices to wholesalers 
at those current on January 10. 
The Board reserves the right to 
fix ceilings on all exempt commodi¬ 
ties should prices become other 
than “just and reasonable.”

ELIMINATE USELESS FRILLS 

The provincial government has 
given up the mooted suggestion 
that the increase in old age pen¬ 
sions should be raised by addi¬ 
tional taxes on liquor. It was de¬ 
cided the traffic was carrying all 
it would bear, and that further in¬ 
creases on the present exorbitant 
prices would decrease sales.

PAYING CASH 

New regulations restricting cre¬ 
dit are received with approval by 
the majority of people. The gov¬ 
ernment has imposed rulings that 
nether individuals nor merchants 
have ihe strength to impose, in 
spite* of the general conviction that 
all parties would be better off if 
there was more limited credit. 
Most people live just one month 
behind—or perhaps farther. They 
pay this month for everything con¬ 
sumed last month, and if earnir 
suddenly stopped they are on a 
spot. 

Now the government requires 
that all charge accounts be clean¬ 
ed up by the tenth of the following 
month, unless it is some large 
scale purchase on budget plan, for 
which regular monthly payments 
are stipulated. For quite a num¬ 
ber of people this may bring tem¬ 


porary hardship, and a readjust¬ 
ment of monthly earnings to take 
care of all charge accounts early in 
the month. But in the long run it 
will be a good thing for the pur¬ 
chaser, and a great saving in book¬ 
keeping to the merchant. If the 
bills are not paid, the merchant is 
within the law in refusing further 
credit. It is understood, however, 
that this is not an inflexible ruling, 
and leniency is extended to those 
accustomed to paying on the basis 
of crop returns, or under similar 
periodic arrangement. 

An all cash basis would be still 
better business for those who have 
a regular salary and know exactly 
what their income is. It is wond- 
"erful how many things you can 
do without, if you have to pay cash. 
What the merchant might lose in 
volume of business, he might make 
up in quick returns, and might 
even be able to sell more cheaply, 
if bookkeeping expenses were re¬ 
duced. 

At any rate the move toward re¬ 
stricted credit will be generally 
beneficial in the long run.—High 
River Times.
